Mrs. Bawn said that her daugh- 
ter had recently undergone an op- 
eration for appendicitis while her 
son's left arm had been broken less 
than two weeks ago. 

Both children were released from 
the hospital after treatment.

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Frankel Wins Another Round in 
2-Year Battle to Build Apartments 



Ephraim J. Frankel, real estate 
promoter, won another round last 
week in his two-year battle for 
permission to build an apartment 
house in Merion. 

His victory came in an opinion 
handed down by Judge Harold G. 
Knight in the case brought against 
Frankel by Lower Merion Town- 
ship, the Merion Civic Association, 
Dr. Albert C. Barnes, Joseph D. 
and Viola V. Malkin and the Bala- 
Cynwyd Neighborhood Club. 

Judge Knight dismissed 153 ex- 
ceptions to the findings of fait, 
conclusions of law and decree 
which he issued last December 31. 
The exceptions had been filed by 
the plaintiffs. The " December 31 
decree had dismissed the bill and 
imposed the costs on the plaintiffs. 

Frankel's plan is to build a six- 
story apartment house at the 
southwest corner of Old Lancaster 
Rd. and North Latches Lane, Mer- 
lon, i 

On July 16, 1945, a building per- 
mit was issued to him by the Low- 



er Merion building inspector on or- 
der 'of the Montgomery County 
court. However, as a result of a suit 
filed by Lower Merion Township, 
the court later issued a temporary 
injunction restraining Frankel 
from proceeding with his plans, 
and the project was postponed 
pending a final court decision.

Passage of the Labor Bill was ac- 
complished, in an atmosphere, first 
of stubborn and uncompromising 
resistance, and then of clamorous 
outcry, from the leaders of Organ- 
ized Labor. We were simply de- 
luyed with telegrams, letters and 
postcards; the halls of the Office 
Buildings were filled with delega- 
tions; you yourselves no doubt saw 
the pages of newspaper advertising. 

I had reminded you in a prepious 
letter that there is nothing extra- 
ordinary about the attitude of these 
Labor leaders; the tendency to 
abuse power is apparently as nat- 
ural as is the desire to gain it; and 
Labor leaders are not exempt from 
this weakness. No one likes to have 
his own privileges curtailed; but 
the time always comes when mis- 
used power has to be curbed, and 
the balance readjusted. 

None of us expected that this law 
would be welcome to Organized 
Labor; we all foresaw that there 
would be a violent reaction from 
them against it; and we none of us 
forget that we must all face this 
reaction at the polls next year. 
Therefore loud threats of opposi- 
tion now leave us cold; but none 
of us want any of our people to 
believe that we have been either 
stupid or reckless, malicious or 
prejudiced, in this matter. Some- 
body has to think, and act, for the 
best interest of the whole country 
now and then, or we won't have any 
country worth thinking about be- 
fore long. 

I do not have space to discuss the 
President's veto, of this bill; suffice 
it to say that President -Truman, 
unlike Patrick Henry, would ap- 
parently rather be President than 
be right.

the message which accompanied It, 
certainly added nothing to his stat- 
ure as a statesman, and I suspect, 
little to his prestige, even among; 
the people for whose support he 
was manifestly angling. In the long 
run, it pays best to he courageous 
and forthright, even in the Presi- 
dency. 

What does disturb me, and what 
should disturb you, is that a neces- 
sary and unavoidable readjustment 
of our Labor laws has been made 
more difficult at a very critidal 
time; and particularly that the 
President for his part should have 
contributed so little to the solution 
of these difficult problems, and to 
the cause of national unity and mu- 
tual understanding among our peo- 
ple. One-third of the responsibility 
for the orderly operation of our 
American governmental institu- 
tions is imposed on him alone; we 
of the Congress shase among our- 
selves a nother third; while the 
courts assume the balance. That 
system imposes a heavy burden on 
one man; like Atlas of old, he has 
a world upon his shoulders; it be- 
hooves him to walk a very straight 
line, lest something bigger than 
himself and his personal ambitions 
sucer harm.

Your dog leads an artificial life 
— so do you. You probably would do 
well to use vitamins and so would 
your dog. This goes for cats, too. 
All life requires vitamins, and pres- 
ent diet is frequently such in do- 
mesticated animals as to require 
supplement. 

Vitamin deficiency, which are 
more often multiple than single, 
may result in lowered vitality, de- 
creased appetite, dull halrcoat, im- 
paired reproductive functions, de- 
creased rare growth in the young, 
espeoially when such deficiencies 
and other signs of general ill health, 
have been prolonged. 

Not all the known vitamins are 
required by the dog. Vitamin "C," 
for example, is not required and its 
deficiency in the diet causes no suf- 
erifng or Illness. Authorities gener- 
ally agree that dogs synthesize this 
vitamin in "their own body and are 
perhaps the only animal capable 
of the process. Vitamin "A" pro- 
motes growth, is highly important 
in the animal's resistance against 
disease — particularly infections of 
the ear, eye, nose and throat. It is 
also important in its co-operation 
with Vitamin D, to prevent bone 
troubles. 

Good food sources are carrots and 
fresh cod liver oil. Vitamin "B" 
should actually be only a classifica- 
tion, for now it is recognized to b8 
subdivided Info six or more divi- 
sions commonly known as the "B- 
Complex." 

B-l is important in maintaining 
relaxation of the nervous system 
and is frequently required by high- 
strung, restless dogs. Keenness of 
appetite is promoted by this vita- 
min. Metabolism or proper absorp- 
tion of food is partly effected by 
the balance of this factor also. Eggs 
and most cereal grains contain this 
ingredient 

B-2 or Riborflavin is Important 
for its function in cases of ca,tar- 



of life. Milk and liver are rich 
sources. 

Liver contains a certain amount, 
but animal flesh is generally defi- 
cient as a source, hence the abun- 
dance of skin troubles in dogs fed 
mostly on meat. Grains such as rice. 
bran and wheat are best sources. 

Nicotinic Acid is another of the 
"B" factors and has specific ac- 
tivity in preventing the disease 
known as "Black Tongue." As treat- 
ment it is frequently given by hypo- 
dermic injection. It is also impor- 
tant in diseases of the skin and 
intestinal tract. Here again, cereal 
grains are the. richest source. Other 
B factors may be regarded as a 
group and are generally concerned 
in welfare of the nerves and skin. 
Certain amounts are found in cereal 
grains so deficiencies are not ex- 
pected when ample amounts of 
other B factors are supplied. 

Vitamin D is the familiar sun- 
shine vitamin; but when one thinks 
of closely confined apartment house 
dogs of the big cities, one realizes 
quickly the need for supplement- 
ing the diet with this vitamin. In 
young animals large quantities are 
required for proper bone develop- 
ment. Rickets are the most com- 
monly known disease to be aggre- 
vated by insufficiency of Vitamin D. 
In adult animals it enhances dis- 
ease resistance and helps reproduc- 
tive activities. Milk, sunshine, fresh 
cod liver oil are best sources. 

Vitamin E is familiar among 
breeders and kennel owners as the 
one desired for fertility and large 
litters. While It is certainly not a 
cure-all in breeding troubles, its 
presence in- generous quantities re- 
duced difficulties in both male and 
female animals. Wheat germ oil is 
correctly called Its best source, and 
other -cereal grains* contain It in 
varying amounts. , 

Competent advice should be 
sought by the dog owner . before 
vitamins are purchased regarded, 
as a means of prevention rather 
than a cure, and use as treatment

stead of R-5 Residence District. 
Under this amendment, an apart- 
ment may not be erected . . ." 

Last week, Judge Knight point- 
ed out that the exceptions to his 
December 31 decree boiled down 
to three questions: 

1. Did the appeals from the issu- 
ance of the building permit stay 
the proceedings thereunder? 

2. Did the defendant acquire a 
vested right by reason of the issu- 
ance of the permit to him and ex- 
penditures that he made? 

3. Is the amending ordinance of 
August 1, 1945, constitutional as 
applied to the property of the de- 
fendant? 

The court ruled in favor of Fran- 
kel in the questions and determined 
that rezoning ordinance is uncon- 
stitutional. 

"After considering all the sur- 
rounding facts and circumstances," 
said the jurist, "we are of the opin- 
ion that the Ordinance of August 
1, 1945, bears no reasonable rela- 
tion to the public health, safety, 
morals or welfare, and constitutes 
an unlawful invasion of the defen- 
dant's rights., 

"This court is proud of Lower 
Mer;on. We are proud of ils|. fine 
homes, its churches and schools, its 
local government, its good roads 
and outstanding police force, and 
we believe the integrity of its Zon- 
ing Laws should be maintained. 
We are solicitous also that the 
rights of a minority should be pro- 
tected, even where that minority 
is only one. 

"After reviewing the entire rec- 
ord in the light of the briefs listed, 
we have concluded that the excep- 
tions should be dismissed."

MOREAU de ST. MERY'S AMERI- 
CAN JOURNEY, translated and 
edited by Kenneth and Anna 
Roberts. (Doubleday, 374 pp., $5.) 
The charm df Kenneth Roberts 
Is double-barrelled. He is a com- 
petent, expert, consistently inter- 
esting writer, with a commendable j 
aversion to anything dull. And he 
is an indefatigable, scholarly and | 
patient researcher into early Amer- 
icana. 

The happy results have always 
been pure entertainment salted with 
the truth. 

If this research is an occupation 
which uncovers much material like 
Moreau de St. Mery's American 
Journey, I can imagine no nicer 
work. It is a dairy and a series 
of notes compiled by a Frenchman 
of position, a man of letters and 
education, a Creole refugee from 
the revolution of San Domingo. He 
spent the years between 1793 and 
1798 in America, and diligently set 
down his observations, opinions, 
and conclusions about a new and 
strange country. St. Mery is frank, 
unquestionably honest and probably 
truthful. 
Above all, St. Mery is never dull. 
Here, if you're interested, is his- 
tory. Here is what it was like to 
sail from France to America in a 
brig; here are notes on Norfolk 
and Portsmouth, the journey up the 
Chesapeake to Baltimore and from 
there through FrencRtown and 
Newcastle to Philadelphia. Here in 
detail is the stage trip from Phila- 
delphia to New York, a two or 
three-day project in those days. 
There are pages of the most hu- 
man observations on New York — 
the streets, the buildings, the peo- 
ple, the economy down to lists of 
what things cost. 

Above all, and naturally most in- 
teresting locally, is Moreau's record 
of three and a half years as a book- 
shop proprietor at Second and Wal- 
nut Streets in Philadelphia. He ob- 
served, and set down, just about 
everything. His observations of the 
womtfh, of morality, of the Con- 
gress, the bedbugs, the food, the 
prices, the public buildings, the 
drinking water, the weather, his 
correspondence with Talleyrand 
and La Rochefoucauld, his ac- 
quaintance with Alexander Hamil- 
ton and Stephen Girard, a hundred 
and one other details. 

Why this material was never 
translated before is one of those 
mysteries. Kenneth Roberts, re- 
searching for "Lydia Bailey" and 
engaged specifically with early Phil- 
adelphia, found repeated references 
to St. Mery's account, but could find 
no translation. So with typical 
diligence and the assistance of Mrs. 
Roberts, he made his own transla- 
tion. 

This sort of patience is one of 
I he things which makes Kenneth 
atooerts far and away the top' his- 
torical novelist of our time. I have 
an unequivocal conviction that "Ar- 
■vi-tal," "Rabble in Arms," "Oliver 
Wiswell," and "Lydia Bailey" should 
be required reaching for every high 
school student, and a feeling that 
the truth never hur. anyone. 
"Northwest Passage," while con- 
cerned with an earlier time, is of 
course an American classic. The 
books are robust, exciting, enter- 
taining, provocative, authentic and 
their stories are told by a profes- 
sional who recognizes the bacic re- ' 
quirement of good Action. It mus( 
never be dull.

Know Your , 
State 

Our Low Record of 
Public Employment 

In a recent release of the United 
States Bureau of the Census on 
Government Employment, it was 
shown that Pennsylvania, in addi- 
tion to being one of the most eco- 
nomically important states in the 
Nation, is also one of the most eco- 
nomically minded. The number of 
public employes, Federal State and 
local, per 1O0O inhabitants in the 
Commonwealth amounts to the rel- 
atively low total of 34.8. When this 
figure is further analyzed, it shows 
12.4 Federal employes, 9.2 school 
employes and 13.2 non-school em- 
ployes per 1000 people required to 
carry out all Government func- 
tions within the State. This com- 
pares with 69.2 public employes per 
thousand inhabitants in California, 
45.3 per thousand in New York, 41.2 
in Ohio, 40.5 in Massachuettts and 
38.1 in New Jersey. Thus the ratio 
of public employes to the popula- 
tion is substantially lower in our 
State than in any others that rea- 
sonably compare with it in num- 
bers. 

If one considers merely the State 
and local employes per thousand 
inhabitants, Pennsylvania is far 
down in the list. Thirty-elgh't States 
have a higher number of State and 
local government employes per 
thousand population than Pennsyl- 
vania, and the eight States lower 
than Pennsylvania in the number 
of employes necessary to carry out 
all non-Federal Government func- 
tions are all non-industrial . States 
in the South. 

In these days of increased Gov- 
ernment functions and the high 
overhead which that fact imposes 
on the people of the United States, 
it is gratifying to realize that Penn- 
sylvania's State and local govern- 
ments have conducted their affairs 
with a minimum of workers on the 
public payroll. .

Township Board 
To Recommend 
Change of Zoning 

Tavern May Be Tom 
Down to Make Way 
For Store 

Owners of the 200-year-old, his- 
and Martin Aves., Bryn Mawr. 

Although the zoning board lacks 
the power to make the decision, it 
will recommend to the township 
commissioners that the part of tb.e 
property abutting on- Lancaster 
Ave. be given a business classifica- 
concession from- the Haverford 
tor ic Buck Tavern won a partial 
Township Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment last Tuesday night to change 
the zoning of their property on 
{he southwest corner of Lancaster 
tion. 

If the change is granted the 
William Penn, will be demolished 
to make way for a modern store 
building. 

Neither the owners of the prop- 
erty nor the more than 200 resi- 
dents, who crowded the public 
hearing room in the Municipal 
Building at Oakmont last Tuesday 
night, are interested in preserving 
the tavern. 

At present it is being used as' an 
apartment house. 

Even when some of the residents 
argued that the tavern should be 
preserved as .a landmark it was an 
attorney for the. petitioners who 
suggested how they could do it. 
The attorney, Edward H. Bryanf, 
Jr., told them they should take up 
a collection among the residents 
and buy the property. No one in 
the hearing room seemed inclined 
to take up his proposal. 

The petitioners and owners, Mary 
Martin and her son, Harry, and 
daughter, Gertrude, were present 
for the hearing. They were repre- 
sented by Bryant- and William Al- 
exander Hamilton, attorneys. 

Residents were represented by 
John Arthur Brown and Thomas 
F. Doran, a Montgomery County 
attorney. 

S. Herbert Lyons, chairman of 
the zoning board, presided at the 
hearing. 

The Martins informed the zoning 
board that they would be willing 
to stipulate in the agreement of 
sale with a buyer that the property 
could never be used as a site for a 
night club or drinking tavern. They 
presented an architect's sketch of a 
one-story commercial building that 
they would like to see built on the 
property if the zoning change was 
allowed. / 

The Martins said that real estate 
agents for the property, I. Seltzer 
and Co., had had several requests 
about the property but no one want- 
ed it because of the. residential clas- 
sification. 

Of the 200 residents present for 
Tuesday night's hearing, 20 of these 
had received notices to attend as 
abutting property owners. There 
were only three of these who In- 
dicated they would favor a zoning 
change of any description. 

They were the Rev. Rafter, pas- 
tor of the Mother of Good Counsel 
Church, who said he favored, the 
change if it would be for the best 
interests of the community; Ed- 
ward J. Helm, owner of the Penn 
Body Company, 574 Lancaster Ave., 
and William Wiley, merchant, at 
592 Lancaster Ave. 

Rather than ask for a zoning ex- 
ception for the entire tract the 
Martins said at the beginning of 
the hearing that they would be 
satisfied if the front half of the 
property, bordering on Lancaster 
Ave., was zoned as business, while 
the rear of the property remained 
under the residential classification. 
This would give them a business 
frontage of approximately 100 feet 
on Lancaster Ave., 50 feet on Coun- 
ty Line Rd. and 170 feet on Mar- 
tin Ave. 

Mrs. M. K. Norris, who lives at 
569 Lancaster Ave. and occupies a 
house which was formerly part of 
the Martin estate, said that demo- 
lition of the Buck Tavern would 
change the atmosphere of the en- 
tire street. 

"If there was a store building 
erected," she said, "I would hate to 
be facing stone walls." 

The entire Martins tract consists 
of 1.2 acres and the zoning appeal 
they expect to make to the com- 
missioners would change about 40 
per cent of the property into a busi- 
ness .zone.

Three cases of infantile paralysis 
were reported in Haverford Town- 
ship this week, the first of the year. 

Two of the cases, reported by 
health officer D. N. Ross, were in 
the Upland Park section of the 
Township', and the other in Merion 
Golf Manor. 

A check with Robert Thomas, 
Lower Merion health officer, and 
George B. Suplee, Narberth Bor- 
ough health officer, revealed thai 
these are the first Main Line sub- 
urban paralysis cases to be report- 
ed this year. 

Those stricken were: 

Mrs. Mary McCIoskey, of 504 

Virginia Ave., Upland Park; 
Susan Heyd, 5, of 505 Virginia, 

Ave., Upland Park, and

Two Victims of 
Fourth Accidents 

Daniel Martin, 62, of 2813 St. 
Mary's Rd., Ardmore Park, and 
James A. White, 17, of 1300 Haver- 
ford Rd., Ardmore, both of Haver- 
ford Township, lost their lives over 
the Fourth of July week end. 

Both men were drowned while 
swimming; Martin at Stone Har- 
bor, N. J., and White at Morton 
Pool, Delaware County. 

Martin, who was with a party 
of relatives, entered the surf at an 
unprotected beach and was drown- 
ed while attempting to rescue other 
members of his family who had 
been swept off their feet by an 
unexpectedly strong undertow.

High School. He had left home 
Friday morning with a group of 
friends to spend the day at the pool. 

White's friends, Joseph Sinclair, 
17, of 61 Wynnewood Rd., Ardmore; 
John Loughlin, 16, of 817 Cricket 
Avenue, Ardmore; Donald McGold- 
rick, 17, of 624 Railroad Ave., Hav- 
erford, and Philip Reilley, 26, of 
2317 Belmont Ave., Ardmore, swam 
in deeper water at the pool and 
left White swimming in the five- 
foot depth. 

His body was discovered by an- 
other bather about 3:15 P. M. He 
was taken from the water and 
given artificial respiration for three 
hours by other bathers and mem- 
bers of the Milmont Park Fire 
Company and the Franklin Rescue 
Squad, of Chester. He was pro- 
nounced dead at 6:15 P. M., by Dr.
